THE STATE CONVENTION. 


Peoria Announces that Her Latch- 
String Hangs on the Out- 
side. 


Assurances that Every Candidate Will 


Have a Fair Field and No 
Fa vors. 


Bloomington Has a Good Word for Peoria, 
and Chicago Republicans Incline 
the Same Way. 


PEORIA. 
SHE THINKS SHE IS ENTITLED TO THE CON- 
VENTION, AND TELLS WHY. 

III., Feb. 3.—|Special.]|—A good deal 
of quiet but effective work is being done here 
to secure the holding of the Republican State 
Convention in Peoria. Republicans here claim 
that this city is entitled to this honor for sever- 
al reasons, among which are the following: By 


holding it here there can be no suspicion that 


it is held in the interest of any clique or ring, 
or in the interest of any particular candidate. 
Peoria has no candidate, no rings, no machines. 
Peoria Republicans think it is desirable that 
the party in this State should not be allowed to 
run any longer in the rut in which it has shown 
a disposition to move while held in Springfield. 
In the second place, the advantage given by 
this mark of confidence in holding the conven- 
tion here would be sufficient to overcome the 
feeble majority by which the Democrats hold 
this district. The railroad advantages of this 
city are unequaled in the State. Twelve im- 
portant lines centre here, and the closest con- 
nections are made at all points both going from 
and coming to the city. All these companies 
have been heard from, and all unite in giv- 
ing a rate of one and one-third the 
regular price, not to delegates, but to every 
man, woman, and child who wishes to come to 
Peoria during the convention. This is a con- 
cession which has not been made to any State 
Convention held at any other point in the State. 
The Grand Opera-House seats 1,820, with acous- 
tic properties universally commended by every 
company which has appeared within its walls, 
with a large stage, and ample room for press 


representatives and the public. Across the 
street from the Grand Opera-House 
is Peorias new court-house, where 
twenty or thirty rooms can be 


used for committees, district conventions, and 
caucuses. In fact, our court-house will fur- 
nish all the rooms that will be necessary for 
such @ purpose just as well as the State Cap- 
itol itself. We have also three large halls 
within one block of the opera-house that may 
be used if desired.

In a radius of two blocks are hotels 
and boarding-houses capabie of accommodat- 
ing fully 2,500 people. : 
CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS. 

‘The initial meeting looking toward securing 
the convention here was held something over a 
month ago and was attended by about sixty of 
the most prominent Republicans of the county. 
All this time the committee appointed has been 
working away quietly but effectively, and think 
they are now justified in predicting with a good 
deal of certainty that the convention will be 
held here, wind and weather permitting. A 
meeting of the General Committee appointed 
for the purpose of securing the convention will 
be held next Wednesday evening to report 
progress, perfect arrangements, and make. 
preparations for going before the State Com- 
mittee with a definit proposition the 12th. 

In a conversation with a member of the com- 
mittee this evening THE TRIBUNE'S correspond- 
ent was assured that everything was working 
all right, and that the prospects for it being 
held here were growing brighter each day. 
Indeed, from the tone of his conversation your 
correspondent was led to believe that he looked 
upon it as almost a certain thing. This gentle- 
man stated that he thought the committee from 
here could present such arguments as would 
be irresistible before the State Committee. As 
to the sentiment of the people here, there is but 
one, and that is of hearty good nature over 
the prospects. No one has entertained any 
doubt of Peoria's ultimate success in obtaining 
the convention since she started out in earnest 
to do so. . . | 

THE LATCH-STRING IS ON THE OUTSIDE. 

In addition to the great hotel facilities, the 

hospitality of its residents is well known all 
over the State. In this respect it has an old- 
time Southern reputation, and the fine man- 
sions of rich and hospitable Republicans will 
be freely thrown open to friends and delegates. 
Peoria's latch-string is hanging on the outside. 
Prominent Republicans here express much in- 
dignation at the efforts of the correspondents 
of some of the Chicago papers, notably the 
Inter-Ocean, to pla the Republicans of his 
section on the side of any particular candidate. 
Peoria Republicans have no decided preter- 
ences, and the leaders who pledge them in ad- 
vance will probably have some difficulty in 
delivering the goods. 
Conversation with a prominent Democrat 
brings to light the fact that the Democrats are 
perfectly confident.that the State Convention 
of that party will be held here. He claims that 
enough pledges have already been secured to 
make this a certainty.

A SINGULAR’ PHENOMENON. 


A Perpendicular Pile Moves Down 
Stream Sixty-two Feet and Remains 
Firmly Imbedded in the Sand. 

New ORLEANS, Feb. 3.—[Special.]—A re- 
markable physicai phenomenon has been ob- 
served by Cagt. W. L. Marshall, of the United 
States Engineers stationed at Vicksburg and in 
charge of the river improvement work at Lake 
Providence, La., for the Mississippi River Com- 
mission. Capt. Marshall, in a report just made 
to M. B. Harrold, of the commission in this 
city, communicated his discovery. The &tate- 
ment is as follows: A few piles have washed 
out of the five-row dike at Mercersville chute. 
There was a thick foot mat and a cubic yard of 
stone per running foot of dike. A remark- 
able phenomenon is shown here: A pile 
five feet longer than rest marked to indi- 
cate the front of the dike at high water still 
remains standing upright and firm two feet be- 
low the lower row. drift is arched across 
the opening and there l no pressure upon this 
pile. It has traveled sixty-two feet down 
stream erect and firmly imbedded in the sand. 
Such cases have been reported heretofore but 
not credited by me. This case I observed my- 
self. It can only be accounted for on the sup- 
position of a bodily movement of the sand 
foundation. In other words, it would seem as 
if all the material in the trough or bed of the 
river were in motion. In no other way as it 
appears can this pile maintaining its solid hoid 
in the mud and sand and its ular po- 
sition be accounted for.

Robert P. Porter, the defendant in the case, 
is very well known in this country and in En- 
gland.

He at- 
tended the public schools here, and managed 
to gain his living by taking care of a widow 
lady’s horse and doing odd jobs of a similar 
character. He was a remarkably bright youth, 
quick to learn, and very studious.

Dur- 
ing the absence of the proprietor, 
Abraham E. Smith, Porter assisted the 
former’s brother in editing the weekly. He 
made rapid progress inthe business and was 
promoted by Mr. Smith from a salary of $4:50 
per week toa lucrative and paying position. 
While engaged upon the Gazette Porter became 
acquainted with Miss Pyng. Her father at that 
time was engaged in keeping a saloon and was 
considered very well off. The young lady was 
very pretty and attractive, and in 1874 they 
were united in marriage. The fruitsof this 
‘union are two children, one 8 and the other 6 
years of age. Porter continued to work 
on the paper, and soon branched out into com- 
piling statistics in relation to the city. He was

THE FALL RIVER MILLS 


Operatives Claim that Wages Are Too 
Low and that a Reduction Is Not 
justifiable. 


Manufacturfrs Say They Are Paying More than 
termined. 


Fall. River, Mass., Feb. 3.—{Special.]—The 
resolution adopted at the meeting last night 


strike is justified set forth that the print-cloth 
market is improving, that the corporations 
have made dividends and increased their plants 
during the last year, and that a reduction in 
wages is unnecessary. ‘ 
Secretary Howard, in conversation today, 
made the general statement that the wages un- 
der the new schedule will be some lower than 
they are at other manufacturing ceutres where 
similar work is performed, so far at least 
as the net amunt of profit to the 
operators is concerned, but whether they were 
higher or lower was not the question. They 
were too low. He had advocated a curtailment 
of production by running on short time asa 
means of improving the markets, and the op- 
eratives would willingly have agreed to that, 
but the manufacturers would not, adopt that 
course. “ Experience has shown,” he said, 
“that a reduction of wages will be fol- 
lowed by a reduction in the price 
of print-cloths and no possible benefit 
will result to the operatives. They deprecate 
a strike, but feel forced to take such action. 
Submission would mean industrial serfdom.” 
Mr. Howard had nothing to say as, to the plans 
of the strikers regarding otlter*than the ten. 
mills struck. 
THE MANUFACTURERS’ SIDE. 
The manufacturers say they have followed 
reluctantly the course adopted by manufotur- 
ers elsewhere in reducing wages instead of 
combining upon a reduction of time until the: 
curtailed production should have improved the 
market. But other print-cloth milis have low- 
ered their schedule of wages, and the Fall River 
mills cannot continue in the business without 
reducing their expensesalso. In arranging the 
new schedule an effort has been made to equal- 
ize wages, as well as to reduce tiem. Tt®re- 
fore the rate of reduction is yot uniform, but 
on a graded sale, and as it now stands the 
manufacturers say it is, upon reliable and ex- 
act information, above that adopted for the 
same clags of work elsewhere. The greatest 
reauction is made upon the weavers, who are 
about one-third of the operatives in number 
and receive nearly half the total amount of the. 
weekly pay-roll. They are cut 12 percent. A 
comparison of the rate adopted with that now 
paid in Lowell shows an average of 3 per cent 
in favor of Fall River. 
COMPARATIVE WAGES. 
The basis for weavers. outside of Fall River 
is 18 cents for a cut ef-forty-five and one-fourth 
ards standard print eldth. The price adopted 
ere is 18% cents. Befgre the reduction in 
either places Lowell weavers were paid 20 cents | 
a cut and fall River weavers 21 cents. On the 
old schedule Fall Kiver spinners Who. 
worked on 1,440-spindle mules averaged $12 
and aé fraction, a week $9.50, 
the weekly 
spinners rugning the same sized mule. Even 
the operatives On the 1220-spindle mules in Fall 
River averaged from $10 to $llaweek. By 
the new schedyles the Fall River spinners were 
reduced a little over 11 per cent and the Lowell 
spinners 10, still leaving, so the manufacturers 
say, Fall River a little ahead. A portion of the . 
class of help which receives, say, an dverage 
of only about $5 a week, is reduced by the 
new schedule 5 per cent, another portion about 
is not cut at all. 


PUBLIC FEELING.. 


There seems to be a feeling that the trouble 


will not be prolonged. It is noticeable that 
there is much less criticism of the action of the 
mill-owners than is usual at spcb times among 
people outside of the mills. This igdicates a 

ublie belief in the statement that 1 River 

as followed, and not led, in the present reduc- 
tion. Even among the o ives themselves. 
there is not that intense excitement and regent- 
ment which is natural when their wages 
are reduced. The spinners say they are 


well organized and prepared for a lone 


fight if necessary. The manufacturers are ab- 
solutely determined to enforce the new sched- 
ule. All the mills will start tp tomorrow 
morning, and there will be work for ail who 
will come in at the new rates. There is work 
enough on hand to allow the wegvers to work 
several days even in those mills in which the 
spinners have struck, and it is possible that 
spinners enough can be obtained, for there 
are a large number of them in the city already

LATER. 

The mills start as usual in the morning, but 
a meoting of the Board of Trade will be held 
at noon to consider the labor situation. A bat- 
tle is probable between the mills, with a capi- 
tal of $17,000,000, and an organization of 700 
operatives. It is suggested that the mills shut 
down entirely, so the union may have no rev- 
enue from operatives working to support those 
on strike.

The fire was evidently started to attract the at- 
tention of Mr. Fisher, and in his absence help- 
ing to extinguish the fire two men entered his 
house with the intention of robbery. Mr. 
Fisher’s wife, in the excitement. attending the 
fire, ran to the rear part of the house just in 
time to see a strange man dart past the kitch- 
en door.

WALL STREET. 
GOULD AND RECENT POOLS, 

New York, Feb. 3.—([Special.]—The Sun’s 
Wall street artiele says: When the announce- 
ment was made that Gould had joined the pool 
to try and rescue the Villard stocks from final 
destruction the first impulse of speculators 
was to rush in, cover their shorts, and 
go long of those stocks. Further informa- 
tion, however, showed that the pool amounted 
to not more than $4,000,000, of which Mr. Gould 
probably only had $500,000. In each of the 
other pools recently formed—the Louisville & 
Nashville, Union Pacific, and St. Paul— 
there was not more than $1,000,000 put 
up by several men, 80 that the 
total interest of Mr. Gould in äll these hoisting 
operations would not amount to more than 
$1,000,000. It merely indicated that Mr. Gould 
had made up his mind to risk that amount for 
the purpose of sustaining prices and thus 
rescuing his own stocks. When we consider 
the large decline that has lately taken place in 
all the Gould stocks, such as Wabash, Kansas 
& Texas, Texas Pacific, Missouri Pacific, and 
Western Union, the $1,000,000 which Gould 
risks to support the market seems a very 
small amount indeed, and scarcely indicates any 
intention on his part to inaugurate a permanent 
bull movement. All he wants is to reduce the 
contents of his vaults, and in doing so he can 
easily make up the $1,000,000 risked. 

THE PUBLIC NOT BITING JUST NOW. 

The ad@ance in the market is entirely the 
outcome ot manipulation, for it is not pretend- 
ed by any truthful and impartial broker that 
the public are buying stocks. The only al- 
leged reason for the advance is that 
men who, like Jay Gould, are load- 
ed up with stocks, have formed pools 
in which they risk a small amount of spare 
cash in the hope that the room-traders and the 
public may help them out later on. As far as 
the public are concerned, this expectation is

years. As for the room traders, they are 
merely the parasitical growth on the 
stock exchange.

Chicago was no less d te in her la- 
non than New York. * and — 
especially the latter, were pushed up without 
any regard to facts or values. Pork sold quite 
recently at $11 a barrel—it is selling now at 
$17 for May options. As Billy Murray, formerly 
the Cammack of Chicago, remarked Saturday: 
The pork-packers are all crazy. They ask 
more money for mess pork than chickens are 
selling for. The othe chickens sold whole- 
sale at seven cents a pound in Chicago, 
while a 200-pound barrel of pork at $17 
makes a pound of pork worth 8% cents.“ It 
must be said, however, that a considerable 
shortage has been recently discovered in the 
visible supply of hogs. Some time ago the 
country was reported to be all black with hogs. 
It was said that you could not take 
a drive out of any Western town without run- 
ning over any number of big, fat, black hogs. 
Now ait appears that the country is short of 
700,000 hogs, as compared with last year, which 
was itself a poor one. The quality of 
hogs is also reported as being lower, conse- 
quent upon the poor quality of corn fed out to 
them this year. The packing season, which be- 
gins in November and ends in March, will be 
over in a month, and packers are talking $20 
a barrel between now and then. But 
if the supply should prove short, summer pack- 
mg will be resorted to, and, with the 
modern appliances for using ice, just as good 
pork can be made in summer as in winter. It

with the opening of the Baltic and Black Seas 
in a few weeks, an additional quantity of 
breadstfffs will be brought into the 
markets. No wonder, then, that grain- 
merchants are * busting ”’ all over 
England. and that the price of wheat there is 
steadily going down. It is known that -the 
Liverpool banks alone hold some 2,000,000 bush- 
els us collateral security for bad debts, and 
are only waiting fo an opportunity to 
get out even if they Our speculators in- 
sist upon keeping the prices here from six to 
cight cents above those of the European mar- 
kets. How they can expect shipments under 
such circumstances is more than any man of 
average intelligence can conceive.

Contagious Diseases. 
Feb. 2. Editor of The Tribune. — 
I wish to make a few statements and a few sug- 
gestions which I hope will not go unnoticed by 
those who have the power to supply a want 
much felt, both by practitioners of medicine 
and the victims of contagious diseases. What, 


I would like to ask, are we to do with the 


numerous cases of contagious dis- 
eases that daily apply for aid, either 


at our private offices or the office 


of the County Agent? This morning I was 
called to see a young man who had been sick 
for two or three days, had a high temperature, 
a bothersome cough, injected eyes, and the well- 
defined blotches with semi-lunar borders, show- 
ing an undoubted case of measles. He had no 
home, no friends, no money. The people with 
whom he had been boarding said their circum- 
stances were such that they could not keep 
him, let aloné the care which a sick person 
needs. Now, this is only one out of many 
cases coming co our ob- 


nstantly under 
‘servation What cbuld I © in this 


case? Nothing more than I have repeatedly 
tried to do. I telephoned to the County Agent 
concerning the matter, and his reply was that 
he did not know what could be done. He said 
that he had been continually harassed by poor 
unfortunates seeking relief for contagious 
troubles, but that there was no place to direct 
them even for shelter. He heartily sancnoned 
my plan of putting this before the public in or- 
der that something might be done for such suf- 
ferers. They need a’ much medical skill and 
attention, and even more, than many who suffer 
from less formidable diseases, and who are well 
cared for at the County Hospital. : 

So far as labor is concerned, I am willing to 

do my share of charitable work with my 
brethren in the profession; but we cannot do 
justice to such patients. We may make our 
round of visits, but when the patients have no 
proper attention, no one to send in many cases 
for what is really needed, the results can be 
easily imagined by the most unthinking mind 
and plainly seen by those who endeavor to do 
their duty without the means of doing it. 
As I entered the hospital yard today a patient 
was being sent away from the premises be- 
cause he had scabies. He, of necessity, was 
compelled to go out among his associates who 
in turn will contract the disease. 

The Cook County Hospital has at present 
within its walls over 400 patients, and 200 more 
beds will soon be in readiness; but not one bed 
for contagious diseases. If. I am wrong in this 
last statement I have been misinformed, and 
am very willing to rrected; but certain it 
is, there is no place now. | 

I think there is great need of a hospital or a 
place especially for those patients who cannot 
be taken into the main Cook County building. 
It might be built a little apart from the hos- 
pital as it is, or in some other part of the city, 
and it would certainly be a boon to many un- 
fortunates, who suffer a hundred deaths for 
want of proper care. |

Shorthand in the Public Schools. 

CIAO, Feb. 2.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
As regards shorthand being introduced into 
the public schools along with the other 
branches, such as arithmetic, reading, gram- 
mar, etc., it is an idea that cannot, I think, be 
brought to a successful issue. In the ‘first 
place, good judgment and a well-trained ear. 
are two of the many essential qualities neces- 
sary for those who expect to excelin the art. 
It is a boundless fleld of study, and, compara- 


tively speaking, there is no such thing as real 


proficiency in it. Investigation reveals the 


fact that the average rate of writing among the 


amanuenses of this city is oniy 115 words per 
minute, and a great many fina it very difficult 
to read their notes even at this—the almost 
minimum rate of public speaking. After hav- 
ing taught and written it for upwards of six 
years consecutively, I am compelled to 
ask, How can it be -taught in schools 
when those who, having graduated at 
such places, have ingloriously failed 
to reach the goal of their ambition? Again, it 
may be said that none but grammarians make 
a real success of it. As an example of the 
gross misrepresentations that are likely to creep 
in in making transcriptions from the shorthand 
notes, and which accrue through lack of judg- 
ment, I quote herewith the second and third 
sentencesjof Mr. Matthew Arnold’s lecture on 
Numbers” as an act of justice, and as given 
by him, and as supposed to be reproduced 
ipsissima verba in a morning paper the follow- 
morning.

It makes no material 
difference which system the student writes, as 
the whole thing rests and depends upon his me- 
chanical skill and perceptive faculties, and it is 
not through the conciseness of any system 
that he becomes an accomplisbed stenographer.

~ GEN. COLTON. 


Life of Huntington’s Oor- 


The Romantic Oe er of One of the Cali- 
fornia Pjioneers—Rifles at 
„Twenty Paces, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 29.—[Special Cor- 
respondenoe.]— The publication recently of the 
notorious Huntington-Colton correspondence 
has revived the memory of Gen. Colton, which, 
but for the litigation of his widow with his 
partners in railroading, would have been lost 
in his 6-year-old grave. David D. Colton was a 


| remarkable man, and his career was character- 


istic of him. He came here from Maine in 1851 
a béardless boy, and among those strong, tur- 
bulent spirits, our early Argonauts, was 
famous before his majority. He died at 
46, and had then for over a 
quarter of a centnry been one of our leading 
and most notable citizens. Some of the au- 
thenticated incidents of his career are of as 
thrilling a character as anything in history or 
romance. In the celebrated Huntington cor- 
respondence there is un allusion to one of 
these, which is well understood here, although, 
as far as I know, the story has never been 
publicly told in detail, but is probably obscure 
to readers east of the Rocky Mountains. Feb. 
8, 1875, Charles Crocker writes to Colton, then 
in the East: 

The telegraph informs me that the House sub- 
committee will report favorably to Scott’s bill and 
ignore our amendment. We'll stand up to the work 
as you did in the early days when you defended the 
jail at Siskiyou. Your honor was in danger 
your pocket now. 

A TYPICAL PIONEER. 

The last sentence is characteristic of the 
writer, as the incident alluded to was of the 
person addressed. Siskiyou is the northwest 
county of California, and by no means its most 
important. Its principal value nowis for its 
grazing-lands, its scenery and saw- 
logs, and the important share it 
has in the rhetoric of political 
orators in want of a farreaching figure of 
speech, from Siskiyou’s snowclad peaks to 
San Diego’s sunny slopes,“ etc. In 1851-5 Sis- 
kiyou had more substantial attractions than 
these. Gold was found there in the former 
year, and thousands rushed to get it. Colton 
was among the number. A youth in years, an 
athlete in stature, a demigod in heart and mien 
—he speedily became a person of note among 
the rough and reckless men of the northern 
mines. Leading citizens here who knew him 
then say that at 19 he plainly bore the 
marks of character which distinguished him 
through life—the massive under jaw, the 
strong, firm lines of the mouth, denoting his 
iron resolution, the piercing eye, flashing with 
courage, the stout neck, set upon a frame of 
great strength, made him then, as all through 
life, a man to be singled out and remarked in a 
multitude. Without being a desperado, he was 
soon known as one of the bravest men in the 
mountains. When duty called for daring he 
was in the lead, none cooler or more unflinch- 
ing. In those daysin California, when every 
man carried bis life in his hand and his hand 
on his hip, the slow, uncertain forms 
of laws and courts were little regarded; 
force was the popular tribunal, and 
turbulence and bloodshed were common inci- 
dents. Colton was a law-and-order man, and 
his cool and steady courage, his daring and de- 
termination, were the qualities which marked 
him for a peace officer. 

FRONTIER RECKLESNESS. 

A Klamath Chief, Chinook, decoyed two 
miners, Haines and Converse, from Illinois, 
into his rancherie, and there treacherously 
murdered them. The Klamaths were a warlike 
tribe, having nothing in common with the de- 
graded Pah Utes of California and Nevada— 
the lowest grade of Indians in existence. 
Their quality was proved in many a hot 
encounter with the whites, and it took much 
fighting and many lives tosubduethem. Their 
murderous Chief took refuge in the mountain 
fastnesses, secreted and protected by his peo- 
pie and aided by renegade whites. Colton, still 
not of age, determined to capture and bring 


him to justice. He set out in pursuit accom- 


panied only by two resolute miners. For six 
weeks he followed the wily murderer through 
wilderness and mountain recess, from one lair 
to another, every mile of the way beset with 
perl, day and night, never relinquishing the 
pursuit till the savage fugitive was run 
down and taken on the Shasta River. His 
captors tied him to a horse and conducted him 
through forests swarming with alert and sav- 
age Indians eager to deliver their Chief, and 
with even more savage and desperate white 
men, the friends of Cainook, until finally the 
murderer was delivered to the authorities of 
the settlement and dealt with according to law. 
This was recognized as no ordinary achieve- 
ment, and Colton was no sooner of legal age 
than the electors of the county by almost 
unanimous vote promoted him from the posi- 
tion of Under Sheriff to that of Sheriff. The 
early Sheriffs of California were remarkable 
men—men of proved courage, coolness, and de- 
termination—they had to be to fill the office or 
be chosen for it—and Colton was a representa- 
tive Sheriff. He wasaman of influence and 
power and wealth poured in upon him. He 
made a flying visit to the East to marry the girl 
of his college-day love, Miss Ellen M. White, 
daughter of Dr. Chauncey White, of Chicago. 
She is the widow who is now fighting the rail- 
road triumvirate here in the courts to vindicate 
his memory from their charges and save his 
estate from their clutches for herself and her 
children, and it is this fight which has brought 
to light the celebrated Huntington letters. 
HOLDING THE FORT. 

Shortly after Colton’s return with his bride 
occurred the incident of the defense of the jail 
alluded to by Crocker in the passage quoted 
above. A valuable water-right was claimed by 
a company and coveted by the individual 
miners of the camp. While it was in litigation 
a miner, disregarding the injunction of the 
court, cut the company’s ditch and helped 
himself to the water. He was arrested and 
jailed for contempt of court. Popular sym- 
pathy was with him. The miners determined 
upon his release. Fifteen hundred of them 
assembled fully armed—as who in those days 
in California was not?—at the jail, and de- 
manded the release of the prisoner. Colton 
was at the moment attending a church 


fair, which his wife, with the few other women 


in camp, was conducting to assist the only re- 
ligious society of the settlement. Some one 


' rushed to him with news of the uprising, and, 


while the miners were still clamoring at the jail- 
door for the release of the prisoner and threat- 
ening to take him out if he was not set free, 
Colton came running hatless towards them, his 
long red hair—he always wore it long, even 
when Treasurer of the Central Pacific Railroad 
—streaming back from his beardless counte- 
nance. Cleaving his way through the 
mob by sbeer impetus, he rushed up 
the steps, and, planting his back 
against the door, confronted the angry 
throng of desperate and armed miners. 
He commanded them in the name of law, or- 
der, and authority to disperse peacefully. The 
response was a clamorous demand for the re- 
lease of the prisoner. Never,“ said the 
young officér calmly; you can only take nim 
over my dead body; and he confronted them 
unflinchingly. The mob, momentarily con- 
founded and cowed by. his heroic mein, re- 
coiled, but soon returned, swearing they would 


have the prisoner. “Give up the prisoner,” 


shouted hundreds of them, pressing forward 
threateningly. I'll die first, responded the 
young Sheriff. ‘“‘Then die, you —— fool,” 
cried the foremost rioter, leveling his pis- 
tol. The Sheriff was too quick for him. 
His own weapon was out and discharged 
in a twinkling, and the leader of the mob was 
carried off disabled. Instantly hundreds of 
weapons were drawn, and a volley was fired at 
the Sheriff from every angle of attack. He 
stood undismayed fronting the mob and re- 
turning their fire, throwing down one revolver 
as soon as emptied and drawing another. 
Strange to say, nota 8 of ali those fired 
assailants were 


A WONDERFUL FEAT. 

They were awed in the presence of such 
courage and determination, and recoiled from 
him, fleeing out of range of his pistol. It wus 
an unbeard of thing. A mob of 1,500 desperate, 
armed, and maddened men, beaten off and dis- 
comfited by one officer, and he yet a youth, and 
this in a country where ever before—and, it 
must be confessed, often afterwards—mob-iaw 
prevailed. © Passion was boiling in the hearts of 
the rioters, and they soon returned rag.ng to 


_the attack; but in the meantime the conduct 


of the Sheriff had inspired others with some of 
his spirit and raised him up supporters. The 
Judge of the county, the Clerk, and a few 
others took their places with him at the jail- 
door. and when the mob returned the battle 


was resumed on more even terms, and the de- 
fense was maintained till the rioters were 
beaten off. Colton received two wounds, 
several of the mob were killed and 
more wounded, the law was vindicated 
and took its course with the prisoner. The 
affair created a great stir all through the mines, 
anc the young Sheriff was the hero of the day. 
Gov. Bigler, in recognition of his services for 
law and order, appointed him Brigadier-General 
of militia of Northern California, and the peo- 


ple everywhere applauded. Another display of 


Colton's dashing courage was afterwards made, 
even more romantic than the defense of the 
jail. A friendly Indian revealed to him a 
plot to massacre a solitary fantily of whites 
named Johnson. To get assistance to 
thwart this plot it was necessary 
to pass through a defile known to be ambus- 
caded. Without hesitation he dashed into it, 
rode safely through the fire of the Indians, 
reached the nearest settlement, railied twenty- 
five men, and saved the family. When he de- 
clined further service as Sheriff, his friends in- 


sisted on sending him to the Senate. The con- 


test was close, and, though he had a majority 
of the votes and the certificate of election was 
issued to him, as there was some question 
about his election he refused to accept, took 
his family, went East, entered the law-school 
at Albany, N. T., and upon graduating re- 


here. 


He prospered in everything he undertook, 
acquired much wealth, and when the failing 


health of Mark Hopkins made an infusion of 
new energy into the overland railroad manage- 
ment here necessary he was taken into the 
partnership by Huntington, Stanford, and 
Crocker, and thenceforth bore a large share in 
their labors. He was in all their plans and con- 
fidences, and was their daily and most in- 
timate and friendly associate up to the 
time of his death. Before the War he 
was prominent in politics. He was the 
friend and supporter of Broderick, editing a 
paper at Yreka—the Union—and during the 
War was a Union Democrat. In 1858, while 
editing the Union, he engagea ina discussion 
with Dr. T. T. Cabiniss, still a resident of 
Yreka, which soon led to personalities. Per- 
sonalities in thoge days generally led to duels. 
It was so in this case. Colton was challenged, 
accepted, and named rifles at twenty paces, 
the parties to fire till one or both fell. Consid- 
erable ridicule had been thrown on the duels by 
the harmless, not to say peaceful, character of 
several then recent affairs.“ The principals 
in this were determined that there should be no 
trifling in their encounter, and prepared for 
the deadly meeting without flinching. It is 
needless to say that Colton did not falter, and 
his opponent was as full of nerve, but friends 
interposed, forbade the proceeding, and the af- 
fair was accommodated. Such is the character 
of the man whom the ce Railroad trium- 
virate now assail in his grave, attempting to 
rob his widow and children of his savings, and 
his name of its honor, on the pretense that he 
embezzled some of their ill-gotten gains; but 
they were careful not to mention or hint such 
a charge till he was dead and cold.

WHY NOT PEORIA? 

As will be seen from our news columns 
this morning the movement in favor of hav- 
ing the next Republican State Convention 
held in Peoria is becoming serious. What 
was at first taken for a mere outburst of local 
pride is now considered by many leading Re- 
pubMeans a sound and useful suggestion. 

Much ‘can be said in favor of having the 
next convention held in Peoria, and very lit- 
tle against it. Springfield has had the con- 
vention sixteen consechtive years. Spring- 
field has done well; it has had its share. 
The honor should pass around. The dele- 
gates from all parts of the State should 
touch public feeling at different points and 
not always in the same spot. 

There isa ae Opinion that Repub- 
lican State Conventions have been running 
too much in ris of late years. There has 
been teo much State-House influence about 
the nominating conventions. Many Repub- 
licans would like a change. They wish to see 
the nominations made without so much assist- 
ance from the officeholding element that 
‘manipulates the politics of Sangamon County. 

Another, reason for holding + the convention 
in Peoria is, that there has been some 
disaffection in the Republican party of 
the Congressional district to which Peoria 
County belongs. It is true the district be- 
haved badly in 1882; but we imagine the 
Republican party will not take a contract this 
year to punish all the voters who were not 


with it in 1882. There is no way in which 


an election can be carried except by bringing 
somè of these voters again within the party 
lines, removing the causes of their discon- 
tent, and satisfying them that the nomina- 
tions are free and spontaneous, and that the 
candidates are representative men. While it 
is true that the Peoria district occasionally 
does badly, it usually does well. The Sanga- 
mon district, on the other hand, has no tem- 
porary aberrations on the side of virtue. It 
always goes wrong. Its Democracy is in- 
grained and permanent. The Peoria district 
has Kicked over the once in an off” 
year; but the Sangamon district has been 
hitched tothe tail-board for a good many 
years. The Sangamon district is past re- 
demption ; the Peoria district isn't. 

Some effort has been made to ery down the 
capacity of Peoria to accommodate so large a 
body as a State Convention. But there is no 
force in these pretended objections. Peoria 
can accommodate the convention better than 
any other city in the State outside of Chica- 
go. The new opera-house in Peoria has 
seats for 1,820 persons. The court-house op-

tions. The hotels of Peoria are newer, bet- 
ter kept, and can take care of more people 
than those of Springfield. There are twelve 
railroads running into Peoria, and all 
of them offer reduced rates to dele 
gates and visitors. Peogia is one 
third larger than Springfield, and has a pros- 
perous and rapidly-growing business. It is 
absurd to say that it cannot provide hand- 
somely for a State Convention or any other 
gathering having less than a National scope. 
As for accessibility, Peoria is much nearer 
the centre of population and of the Repub- 
lican vote than Springfield. 

Peoria hasn’t had a Republican State Con- 
vention since 1848. If the State Committee 
is wise the convention will go there this year. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The: most careful observer of economic 
events might perhaps be excused if he failed 
to formulate a definit opinion of the present 
outlook. In some respects the aspect of af- 
fairs is better than at any other time for a 
year past, and yet it must be confessed that 
before we can accept the view that a material 
improvement in the times is at hand we 
must explain away a number of ugly facts. 
The reports of a quickened trade at various 
points gathered by Eastern newspapers are 
to be accepted with caution. Trade is always 
improving somewhere, and the sanguine 
American who makes a few more dollars to- 
day than he made yesterday is apt to let his 
imagination upset his judgment. far as 
the West is concerned, no facts have yet been 
developed that justify a verdict of general 
improvement. The advance in prices on 
Wall street is still less significant. Nobody 
believes that the constituency of solid out- 
side purchasers has materially increased, and 
what if the insiders have marked prices up on 
each other ? It will not do to bring out the old 
argument that the Wall street list is the ba- 
rometer of the country, and that an enhance- 
ment of values there is proof of better busi- 
ness everywhere. It must be remembered 
that the Wall street market has been thrown 
out of relation to the rest of the country by 
the enormous amount of new securities that 
Has been saddled upon it within the last 
few years, and; fluctuations there are there- 
fore not so safe a guide as they were once. 

In three branches of trade the situation 
can be unhesitatingly pronounced hopeful. 
There is a fair demand for iron at prices a 
little above the lowest rates touched during 
the present period of depression. Steel rails 
are now sold at the works at $33 to $34.50 a 
ton, whereas $32 or less lias heretofore 
been accepted. The manufacturers have 
set their price at $35, but cannot induce: 
buyers to take large lots at that figure. 
grades of iron 
is equally encouraging, and a number of 
mills will increase operations soon. Coal is 
stronger, owing to the reduction in the out- 
put, and it is à matter of discussion among 
owners of mines whether it will be necessary 
to continue the short-time arrangement till 
April as at first intended. Attention has al- 
ready been called to the low prices of dry 
goods. They have so attracted customers at 
New York that the demand has some days 
been brisk, and the stocks of various classes 


have been reduced to a low point. It must 


be borne in mind, however, that these sales 
are generally made at a loss to manufacturers, 
that they are statistically valuable only as 
showing that producers and consumers have 
at last found a common ground, and that this 
branch of business has barely turned from its 
lowest ebb. The consumptive demand in 
this regifn is slightly better. 
Turning to the points of textile production, 
we see a very unpleasant state of things. 
The mills have made little or no money for a 
year and have ordered a reduction of wages. 
This is simply an attempt to cure evils the 
existence of which the public have been aware 
for a long time, but it shifts a part of the 
burden upon the laboring class. This ac- 
tion specially affects the three manu- 
facturing centres of New England—Fall Riv- 
er, Lowell, and Lawrence. The Fall River 
operatives will, as usual, strike under the 
leadership of Secretary Howard, of the Spin- 
ners’ Union. The same dispute that has al- 
ways attended these periods of depression is 
now in progress at Fall River, but the posi- 
tion of the employers is a strong one, as 
many of them would rather have their works 
stopped than not. Indeed, an effort has been 
made to secure a generaf arrangement to run 
on short @ime instead of cutting wages, 
but not enough manufacturers could be in- 
duced to go into it to make it worth while. 
Present appearances are, however, that the 
strike will not be very extensive or disas- 
trous. There have been a number of reduc- 
tions in time and force in woolen and silk 
mills, and the same is true to a limited ex- 
tent of the railroads, the most conspicuous 
example being that of the Boston & Albany. 
The compromise by which the glass manufact- 
urers resume work is gratifying, but it is not 
highly significant as an evidence of the status 
of business. The manufacturers simply had 
to choose between resumption and the de- 
struetion of their industry through foreign 


competition. 
e have a full line of failures—assorted 
sizes. The for last week was the largest 


yet, though 87 per cent were traders having 
a capital of less than $5,000. The suspen- 
sion of the American Lumber Company, hav- 
ing a paid-up capital of over $1,000,000, is of 
considerable importance in the States, for, 
though the assignment was made in Canada, 
its operations were carried on in Michigan. 
Other disasters are in almost every branch of 
trade, and indicate that the liquidation is still 
in full blast. ; 

The course of events in Wall street has 
given outsiders none of that information 
which is absolutely necessary to intelligent 
investment. Questions as to the value of 
any property are met by statements that do 
not state anything—like, for instance, the 
recent report on the condition of the Oregon 
Transcontinental Company. Outsi are 
invited to come in because, forsooth, such 


men as Gould and Vanderbilt are engineer- 


ing arise. This may be good reasoning for 


one who simply bets on the prices of stocks, 


but it will not do for the bona-fide purchaser. 
Prove to the country that anything has hap- 
pened, or is about to happen, in general busi- 
ness that will insure dividends for a long 
period on leading stocks, with a fair stability 
in values, and the enormous surplus of idle 
funds in the banks will soon disappear. The 
uncertainty that has prevailed for a long 
time is increased by the possibility that the 
Western Union Telegraph Company will load 
itself down with another rival concern (the 
Baltimore & Ohio), by the determined at- 
titude of many Congressmen toward the land- 
grant railroads, and the purpose of members | 
to make further changes in the tariff law. 
The fact that the prices of some of our 
most important staples, such as wheat, are 
relatively higher in this country than in En- 
gland is attracting more and more attention. 
Transactions in sterling exchange at prices 
almost up to the point of gold shipments are 
a sufficient answer to the claims of the bulls 
that an important demand for our wheat has 
begun in England. It is one of the com- 


plaints of the steamship companies that a | 


number of articles they used to transport 
from this country to Europe cannot now be 
carried over at a profit even as ballast. The 
only relief would seem to be a lower range of 
prices here. We cannot expect any material 
advance on the other side, for there, too, in- 
dustry is drooping. + 


WENDELL PHILLIPS DEAD. 
In the death of Wendell Phillips this coun- 


try has lost one of its representative men and 


one of the most prominent actors in the great 
struggle which reached its consummation in 
the war of the slaveholders’ Rebellion and its 
fruition in the emancipation of the Southern 
bondmen. The glory of his political career 
covers the period of the anti-slavery crusade. 
From the time when its object was accom- 
plished to the present that glory has sensibly 
diminished and he hes been found more often 


arrayed against the old party of freedom and 


sympathizing with his old-time enemies than 
actuated by any sympathy for it. : 

No one will question the value of his 
efforts for freedom. From 1837 to 1865 he 
struck strong blows against the sin of slav- 
ery. In letters and essays and upon the 
rostrum his rare eloquence was employed 
with masterly effect in behalf of the emanci- 


pation of the slave. He struck at slavery more 


sharply and with more telling effect even than 
Garrison or Beecher. He was the superior 
of both in fascinating eloquence, keen in- 
‘cisiveness, and bitter satire, while as a scholar 
few Americans have ever equaled him in 
vigor and beauty of style. His influence as 
an orator was magnetic. He never mumbled 
over notes, but spoke with great fluency and 
with all the gifts of a rare orator. He was 
as true as steel to the cause for which he de- 
serted his profession and to which he gave 
the best years of his life. No man was 
more hated or dreaded by the South, and 
even in the North there were not wanting 
many persons of prominence who assailed 
him as a fanatic and disturber of the social 
conditions; but North and South he answered 
back with his terrible invective and polished 
satire. ‘As a lecturer he had no equal. His 
Lost Arts” and Toussaint L’Overture ” 
remain incomparable for their beauty, and 
grace, and finished scholarship. 

As Wendell Phillips grew older, however, 
and the old cause for which he had fought so 
stoutly no longer needed his powers, the 
bitterness of his nature seemed to turn against 
his old political friends. He attacked the 
Republican party with as much venom as he 
had assailed the slaveholders’ party, and one 
of his last public utterances—a few months 
ago—was devoted to the interests of the rank 
apostate and vile demagog Butler, whose re- 
election as Governor of Massachusetts he 


sought to compass. With failing health and 


powers he was open to the overtures of all 
sorts of crazy agitators. He became half a 
Communist. He advocated the wildest finan- 
cial schemes, and he committed himself to 
many follies that made his friends grieve. 
But as a brilliant lecturer, as a great orator 
and scholar, and as the hon of the anti- 
slavery crusade he will be long remembered. 
He made his mark upon the times, and, 


though never in public office, he commanded | 


the attention of the whole country and was 
one of the most prominent figures in the 
great drama. In his long and stormy career 
he bore himself like a man in defense of the 
weaker side. The vagaries of his later years 


will be forgotten in the grander story of those 


early achievements. 


SWINDLING TARIFF TRICKS. 

The disclosure is now made that the recent 
revision of the tariff, while reducing the rates 
of taxation on some things, made a practical 
increase in those on saw steel as well as on 
pottery and glass. It has also leaked out 
through the complaints of those who were 
hurt that this increase was made at the insti- 
gation of a syndicate of two manufacturers 
for the purpose of giving them the power to 
‘‘whipsaw”’ forty-three competitors. The 
syndicate of two are houses that make the 
steel they use in the manufacture of their 


‘saws. They combined with the steel ring 


and secured this change in the duty on steel 
used for sawmaking so that the competing 
sawmakers should be crippled by having to 
pay a higher price for their raw material, 
while the conspiring syndicate of two stood 
unharmed since their profit was in the steel, 
and not in the saws. — 

Our readers will remember the discovery 
made by a Chicago manufacturer of locomo- 
tive tires during the debate on the Tariff Com- 
mission’s bill that there was a clause in it 
cunningly inserted by his Pittsburg competit- 
ors to make him pay a higher price for his 
imported steel, so that they, who had ex- 
clusive contracts for all the similar steel that 
the American manufacturers could produce, 
might undersell him. The present case, in 
which the conspiracy has been carried out to a 
successful conclusion, is of precisely the same 
kind. Under the pretense of legislation to 
9 American industry from the com- 
petition of foreigners, one American syndi- 
cate exerts an inaudible influence at Wash- 
ington by means of which their American 


rivals are sought to be driven out of business. 


Is not this an outrage ? 

The facts about the manipulation of the 
tariff on saws and saw steel are obtained 
from the sawmakers themselves, forty-three 
of whom have found that they have been 
sacrificed to fill the pockets of two. One of 
the forty-three describes in the New York 
Times the combination that was made be- 
tween the manufacturers of steel and the two 
sawmakers who manufacture their own steel 
against the sawmakers who have to buy their 
steel. The result of this combination was 
that a change which amounted to a higher 
duty on saw steel was secured from Congress, 
and a domestic pool was formed which, tak- 
ing advantage of the change in the duty, 
raised the price of domestic steel. Another 
of the forty-three, President Simonds, of the 
great saw manufactory at Fitchburg, Mass., 
the second largest in the country, gives some 
further information on the subject in a letter 
to the Boston Herald. 

This manufacturer, though a protectionist 
on general principles, declares that his busi- 
ness needs no subsidy protection, and remon- 
strates against the action of the late Con- 
gress, which, as we have explained, made a 
relative increase in the duty on their raw ma- 
terial. This manufacturer unreservedly 
states that he would prefer that all duties 
on the goods we manufacture were done 
away with, provided that we could have the 
markets of the world to purchase in.” The 
policy which he declares himself ready for is 
that the duties on the raw steel and on the 
preduct should be reduced so that the steel 
manufacturers and those who use their pro- 
ductions as a raw material may be enabled to 
reach beyond our own borders for a market.” 

This saw-swindling trick is madd still 
darker by the fact that the gentleman who 
had the charge of the steel schedule of the 
revision was himself a Pittsburg steel manu- 
facturer, and presumably used his official 
opportunities to assist his private business. 

Ultra-protection is mouthed by his ad- 
herents as a purely philanthropic system. 
But it is very strange that it is continually 
bolstered up by such frauds as the one we have 
described, and that its objects have to be con- 
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cealed in the tariff by all kinds of ambiguous 
language and obscure Classifications so that 
only life-long experts can tell where this 
philanthropy is going to strike. 


OUR CORN CROP. 

The corn market in Chicago has come to 
a halt, just about the time that the general 
public is beginning to understand the con- 
dition of the crop. The fact that the yield 
of 1883 was a miserably poor one in quality, 
and much deficient in quantity, was realized 
by a few several weeks ago, and they oper- 
ated on their knowledge of the situation, 
giving rise to the speculative excitement in 
the market which was followed by a reaction 
in prices and present du The facts 
were heavily discounted, and the relapse was 
all the more severe as the one favored State 
—Kansas—embraced the opportunity to pour 
out her supplies upon the rest of the world 

for possibly higher 


instead of hoarding them 
prices. 

The result was a largely- increased crop 
movement. We have received in this city 
within the last three months 28,200 car-loads, 
against 26,832 for the corresponding time 
twelve months previously, though that period 
included a January corner which brought 
corn here from afar in the South as well as 
the Southwest. The supply this winter has 
been so free as to cause a considerable ac- 
cumulation in our storehouses in spite of an 
unprecedented demand on Kansas by the 


country west of this city. Kansas corn has 


been distributed in large volume over 
Iowa, Northern Illinois, and Wisconsin, 
as well as scattered liberally over the States 
further East, some of which have usually a 
moderate surplus after supplying the require- 
ments of domestic consumption. It is claimed 
that the Kansas surplus is far from being ex- 
hausted yet; and it will be well for the rest 
of the world if this prove to be the case. 
Very few car-loads of the speculative grades 
have been received in Chicago from any other 


source on the last crop, and it does not now 


seem probable that the case will be different 
next summer. Indeed, in very many sec- 
tions the people have marketed-or fed their 
corn as rapidly as possible, because they 
feared that it would not keep through the 
first few days of warm, moist weather. A 
great deal of it soured under the thaw of a 
few days ago, so that cattle were disordered 
by eating it, and the owners were afraid to 
feed it to their swine. The quantity put up 
in cribs for shipment next summer is smaller 
than usual, which is partly owing to the fear 
that it would not keep if massed in bulk. 
Some persons who had advanced money for 
cribbing corn have recalled their loans within 
the last few days, not caring to run the risk 
of condition. 

It is claimed that there will be enough corn 
to last through till the time for gathering 
another crop, and that a great deal will be 
saved by the introduction of drain-tiles into 
the cribs, which has been extensively resorted 
to this winter. But the fact remains that by 
far the greatest part of the corn yet unmar- 
keted is in that precarious state which war- 
rants the utmost circumspection in handling, 
if not grave fears for the result. The trade 
in Chicago will be fortunate if it escape 
the infliction of hot corn” next spring and 
summer. | 


THE FITZ JOHN PORTER CASE. 

The bill removing the disabilities of Fitz 
John Porter and placing him upon the re- 
tired list has passed the House, as was ex- 
pected, by the aid of a vote almost strictly 
partisan. In taking this action the House 
has rewarded insubordination in the army 
and infidelity to the Union cause. It has 
established a dangerous precedent by declar- 
.ing that the soldier who disobeys the order 
of his superior because he does not like him 
is not guilty of a breach of army discipline. 
It has insulted every Union man in the North 
and every soldier whose heart was in the 
success of the Government. 

The action of the House of Representatives, 
however, does not disturb or remove the 
original charge against Fitz John Porter 
upon which he was tried and convicted by a 
court-martial of his peers—namely: that the 
order was given him to move ata stated time 
and that he deliberately disobeyed it. This 
charge remains, and in all the discussion it 
has not once been disputed. The Democrats 
have voted to restore his rank. They 
may even yet vote to pay his arrearages 
in full, but they cannot vote away this charge 
against him, nor can they change the popu- 
lar verdict. The people know, moreover,

The bill having passed the House will

If hedoes not 
veto it and allows it to become a law the peo- 
ple will accept it as his official notification 
that he does not wish to be a President after 
March 4, 1885, and will act accordingly. He 
has no escape from this alternative. This is 
not a matter of good eating and drinking, of 
spun sugar or citron conserves, but one 
which calls for very serious consideration on 
his part.

THE AMERICAN PORK QUESTION. 

A dispatch from Washington states that 
Mr. Belmont, of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, is in favor of the retaliatory policy 
towards France and Germany in the matter 
of their prohibition of American pork, and 
that Mr. O'Neill, of Missouri, is in favor of 
the inspection policy and would have the 
Government move slowly. These two gen- 
tlemen represent the two measures now pend- 
ing and which have been pending so long 
that the country is beginning to grow im- 
patient. As between the two there shouid 
not be a moment’s hesitation. The retalia- 
tion policy will remove the restrictions placed 
upon our pork by the foreign Governments. 
The inspection policy will have no effect at 
all. 

The offer to inspect our pork has already 
been made to these Governments and was de- 
clined. The offer to appoint a commission to 
investigate the sanitary charges made against 
it was contemptuously refused. The disease 
of trichiniasis, which broke out in Ger- 
many some time since, it has been 
shown over and over again was not due 
to American pork. It raged in districts of 
Saxony where there had never been any 
American pork. It was the German pork 
eaten inan uncooked state that caused the 
disease. If our pork were excluded from 
Germany for sanitary reasons, if there were 
any medical or scientific testimony showing 
that eur pork was diseased, if the German 
Government made any pretense that such 
was the case, or had submitted any evidence 
to that effect, then it would certainly 
be incumbent upon this Government to adopt 
the inspection policy, and to guarantee that 
nothing but sound pork was sent to Europe 
before it made any complaint about the un- 
just restriction. But there is not now and 
there has not been @ scintilla of evidence to 
show that France and Germany have excluded 
our pork for sanitary reasons. On the other 
hand, there has been any amount of testimony 
to show that in both countries the restriction 
has been passed in the interest of the rich 
landowners’ amd to the detriment of the 
poorer classes, and thus an unjust and un- 
friendly blow has been struck at this country, 
and particularly at its farming interests. 

Prof. Virchow, the eminent Berlin sur- 
geon and indisputably the greatest medical 
authority in the world, says: 

This prohibitory measure is a step in the 


progress of agrarian supremacy tn the German 


Government at the present time. At this mo- 

ment our Government has an entirely agrarian 

character. Agricultural interests are para- 

mount, and we do not entertain much hope of 

secing matters take a different turn for some 

time to come. The prohibition of American 

pork was an n (agricultural) measure 

purely. As it was igtended we should eat our. 
own flesh it was necessary to exclude American 

pork, and the excuse was readily found. The 

turn of corned beef will probably come next, 

as the sanitary theory can equally well be 

applied to it because of the few cases of lead- 
poisoning that have occurred after eating it. 

At this moment we are far more in 

danger of becoming affected from neighboring 

Saxony than from this distant America. It 

would be wise for the American Government 
to have inspectors of pork for export, as it has 
for local consumption, perhaps; but the main 
burden of inspectioh must always remain with 

the country importing the food. 


M. Léon Chotteau, the French statesman 
and publicist, who has given this subject 
special consideration, says: Our people 
have no tacts whatsoever which apply against 
the free entrance of American pork.” .. .

Other 
eminent French authorities have stated that 
the action of the Deputies had no sanitary 
basis whatever, but was agrarian in its char- 
acter, as it was in Germany. The restriction 
was passed in both countries without offering 
our own Government a single line of evidence 
to show that the pork was excluded for sani- 
tary reasons. Neither the French nor the 
German Government had the grace to furnish 
any reasons whatever for the exclusion. In 
each case the prohibitory ordinances were 
passed in the interests of the great land- 
owners, whose profits,” as Prof. Virchow 
says, had been seriously diminished by the 
importation of cheap food from the United 
States.” 

Under such circumstances inspection would 
be no remedy, for these Governments make 
no sanitary complaints. It might serve to 
satisfy any doubts about the soundness of 
our pork, and it would establish its healthy 
character past all cavil; but of what avail 
would this be as an inducement to these Gov- 
ernments to remove their prohibition, since 
they make no charge of this kind? What 
would they care for an inspection when their 
only object is to exclude our pork in the in- 
terest of their own pork-raisers, who are the 
wealthy landowners ?

ABRAHAM HAYWARD. 
_ DEATH OF THE FAMOUS AUTHOR. 
LONDON, Feb. 3.—Abraham Hayward, the 
author, is dead, aged 80.

EUGENE ROUHER. 
HIS DEATH—BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Pants, Feb. 3.—Rouher died at o'clock this 
morning. He was unconscious several hours 
before the end. Prinde Napoleon had previously 
visited him. Ex-Empress Eugénie telegraphed 
her condolence to the widow. Rouher lay ina 
critical condition three days prior to his death. 
Six months ago he was attacked with paralysis, 
and occasionally also with dementia. Prince 


Napoleon saw him Saturday night in an un- 
conscious state, in which condition he remained 
until his death. The private papers and 
memoirs of Rouher have been confided to his 
wife, who sent them to ex-Empress Eugépie 
when Rouher showed symptoms of brain 
disease. Rouher'’s secretary lost some im- 
portant documents, and it is supposed they got 
into the possession of the Government, which 
is waiting a fittime to publish them. 
Thousands left their cards at the residence. 


[Eugene Rouher was one of the great smal) men 
of the Second Empire. He played a mighty role. 
and served his master passing well, but he never 
merited that statesmanlike reputation which he 
claimed. Those Frenchmen who appreciated him 
at bis true value when he was e head of pub- 
lic affairs were wont to console themselves for the 
chagrin they felt at seeing him there by laughing at 
him; but ridicule never gave Rouher any uneasi- 
ness. He was accustomed to hard knocks; he 
liked them; his health was vigorous, his ap- 
petite Gargantuan, and his capacity for work as- 
tenishing; while his ignorance was dense enough to 
prevent that extreme sensitiveness which causes 
#0 much needless suffering. When people ridiculed 
him he smiled good-naturedly, and probably 
thought in his innermost soul that they were en- 
vious. 

He was born at Riom, in the pleasant department 
of Auvergne, Nov. 30, 1814. His father was an at- 

ey, poor, and possessed of no special talent. 

He sent his son to school in patched clothes, and 

that son, instead of whimpering when the boys 

laughed at his patches, knocked his would-be tor- 

mentors down. He cared but little for books, and 
asted few hours over them. 

This sturdy young Auvergnat knew very little of 
poetry, of history, of science, or of art. But he knew 
that this is a work-day world, and that the hard- 
workers get the prizes. The romantic fascinations 
of the great Capital hardly touched him. He rose 
at dawn and worked till midnight every day. He 
studied law with feverish earnestness; he found 
inspiration in its dry details. As soon as he was ad- 
mitted to the bar he redoubled his energies and 
did as much work in an hour as formerly he had 
accomplished in two. He was awkward; his man- 
nerisms and the accent of his native province 
were intensely disagreeable; but his labor 
overcame all obstacles. 

M. Rouber began to feel the influence of the 
liberal ideas then taking root anew in France 
when he was in hié 32d year, But he did not 
propose to go over entirely to the Liberal camp, 
and thus to compromise his future; so he 
talked just liberalism enough for electioneer-. 
ing purposes, but really sided with Guizot and the 
majority grouped around him. He was unsuccess- 
ful in his first camp „ but he got into the last 
Assembly elected under uis Philippe and was a 
good deal heard of in the committee-rooms. But 
there was no chance in the tribune for such rough- 
and-ready eloquence as his when the Assembly 
boasted orators like Lamartine, Cousin, Berryer, 
Arago, Louis Blanc, and Odillon Barrot. In the 
circular which he issued after his election Rouher 
announced that his sympathies were all with a 
‘strong Republic comprehending and applying its 
device: Liberty, Equality, and Fraternity.” 

The President, who was s0 soon to become an 
Emperor, admired Kouber for his marvelous facul- 
ty of assimilation. Of this faculty the lawyer- 
Minister had given the most astounding examples 
atthe bar. He would take a case at II o’clock in 
the morning, understand it completely, master 
it, and plead it by 1 o'clock. No one could 
equal him in the rapidity with which be made up 2 
brief; it seemed like magic. He carried this facility 
into his Ministerial functions, and, alloying it with 
his vast industry, he did wonders. There were 
days when his work seemed so completely to 
monopolize him that he forgot the outer world. A 
Minister of the United States one day found him 
bending over bis work-table, half dressed, his un- 
shaven face and uncombed hair betraying the fact 
that he had been there since he left his bed. 04 
simply muttered an excuse, and p to 
business on hand with his usual lucidity and ex- 
1 got into the new Cabinet appointed Dec. 
3, 1851, and remained thencefor ward until July, 1869, 
in office, with the exception of a few months in 
1852, when he resigned to show his contempt for

He was a candidate for the 
National Assembly in July, 1671. in two depart- 
ments, but was defeated in both. He busied him- 
his return to France, 
writing articles in which he assumed a tone 
of reproach, which was peculiarly madden- 
ing to French Liberals, who were always 
extremely angry at his audacity. A Corsican mem- 
ber finally, in 1872, resigned his seat in the Assem- 
bly in favor of Rouher, who has since been now 
and then prominent in the debates. Shortly after 
his return to parliamentary life he undertook an 
elaborate apology for he imperial master, but was 
completely worsted in a brilliant speech by the Duc 


d Audiffret- Pasquier. 


In private life he was a very agreeable man, with 
fortune large enough to enable him to gratify his 
tastes, and with no very violent animosities. He 
did not seem to have upon his conscience any of 
the misfortunes, the crimes, of the follies of the 
twenty-odd years during which he was near the 
throne. That there were blunders he did not deny; 
but he would not admit that there had been any- 
thing wrong the conduct of the Government.

THE INDUSTRIAL CRISIS IN PARIS. 


PARIS, Jan. 18.—The present so-called *eco- 
nomic crisis is a strange phenomenon. It 
looks as if it had suddenly broken out, though 
it has really existed, in an almost acute state, 
for months. Since the commencement of the 
winter season—nay, since the building fever 
subsided—there has been a large number of 
laborers out of work; the more so, inasmuch 
as owing to successive By ng in the hours 
of labor, and rises of , the masters have 
been driven to the only course open to them— 
viz.: to discharge as many hands as possible, 
and economize production. 

If this state of things had been attended to 
from the first it might gradually have been 
remedied, for it is always easier to alleviate the 
sufferings of the few than of the many. But 
matters have been allowed to take their course; 
and now, because the workmen are agitating 
and send about deputations whe look menacing, 
a crisis is suddenly proclaimed which must at 
once be remedied. nfortunately the number 
to be relieved is so great that ordinary modes 
of intervention are insufficient. There are 
are said to be 150,000 hands out of 
work, and it is proposed to vote 3,000,000 
francs in order to set free objects pawned 
for sums under 15 francs at the Mont 
de Piété. The gratuitous restoration of these 
objects, however, will not feed the workmen 
and their families, and even if the 3.000, 000 
francs were simply distributed among the 150, 
000 workmen it would give them but 20 francs 
each, and only stave af hunger for a week. 
Moreover, this Socialist plan of liberating 
pawned objects gratis would do more harm 
than good; for it would create general alarm 
and curtail purchases and business more than 
ever. Even the workmen themselves have 
stated that they do not ask for charity. Some 
other means ought, therefore, to be devised. 

FRANCE, ITALY, AND THE VATICAN. 


Roux, Jan. 18.—A correspondent sends to the 
Moniteur de Rome the following information re- 
garding Prince Victor Napoleon (who is now at 
Moncalieri) and his iutended visit to Rome: 

The Princess Clothilde is in the habit of sending 
each year a contribution of 5.000 francs as Peter's 
pence and the Empress Eugénie 10,000 francs. This 
year Prince Victor added 1,000 franes from bis 
privy purse. The young Prince offered to come to 
Bome to deliver this money with his own hands to 
the Pope. But it appears that after the visit of the 
Crown Prince of Germany to the Vatican there ex- 
ists a fear in high quarters that this Princely visit 
might produce an effect abroad unfavorable for 
Italy.

A NATURAL-GAS VEIN. 

CHAMPAIGN, III., Feb. 3.—[Special. |—Another 
gas vein has been struck northeast of this city 
a few miles that escaped with such force as to 
throw the sand and gravel 150 feet into the air. 
It continues in full force and rushes out 
through a two-inch pipe with a roar that may 
be heard two miles distant.

Secretary Frelinghuysen Refuses to 
Allow an Alleged Train-Robber to 
Be Extradited to Mexico. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Feb. 3.—Alexander 
Trimble, the Texan arrested by State Rangers 
charged with being one of the leaders of the 
Mexican National train-robbery last Novem- 
ber, and who was brought to San Antonio 


leased. today on order of Secretary 
Frelinghuysen. The discharge of Trimble is 
execrated by citizens of the border counties, 
and tber much unfavorable comment in 
San Antonio. Evidence developed at Monte- 
rey is said to be conclusive against Trimble. 
the United States Extradition 
Agent, was aifxious to deliver Trimble to the 
Mexican authorities, but the Secretary holds 
that under the clause of the treaty with 
Mexico, which provides that neither Govern- 
ment shall be bound to surrender its own 
citizens,.an American citizen is not subject to 
surrender ‘either by the United States Govern- 
ment or the State of Texas. The ruling causes 
the t surprise, as it is a violation of the 
precedent established in 1877, when the jail in 
Rio Grande City was raided by a party of Mexi- 
cans. who rescued a number of persons 
killed the Deputy-Sheriff. The leaders were 
surrendered by Mexico upon demand of the 
United States Extradition Agent and 
one of them was subsequentiy hanged 
and the other two sent to the penitentiary. 
The interpretation then was to leave the sur- 
render of citizens of either Government dis- 
cretionary with the Extradition Agent. It is 
said the treaty was not only so construed at 
the time by the Mexican authorities, but also 
sanctioned, if not approved in direct terms, by 
the State of Texas and the Government of the 
United States. It is believed any other inter- 
pretation will invite rapine ahd plunder on the 
border.

The plan varies in different places, but they 
are all thriving. In some places married men 
are allowed not only to work for their own 
meals, but to earn groceries to be carried to 
their wives. In some places meals and lodg- 
ings are also furnished for tickets or money 
given by charitable people outside, which I 
think a very bad plan. In Boston the wood- 
yard is run by the City Government, which is 
also a bad plan, as politics interfere with it.” 

Is your wood-yard in its final shape? 

„Not at all. We shall never content un- 
til we have a Wayfarers’ like that in 
Boston, with the wood-yard on the same prem- 
ises. Indeed, we labor under great disadvan- 
tage for want of it. In Boston if any man begs 
for money to get a lodging at 10 o'clock at 
night he is sent to the lodge, where he gets a 
fine lodging, but is detained the next day until 
he has worked enough to pay for it and a break- 
fast. That is something that we can’t do, as 
long as we have no restaurant and lodging- 
house of our own at the wood-yard.”

““URBIS ET ORBIS.“ 
THE VIRGIN MARY ACCORDED A NEW TITLE BY 
POPE LEO XIII. 

The morning of Dec. 24 Pope Leo XIII. 
issued a decree under the heading Urbis et 
Orbis,” ordaining that on and after Jan. 1. 
1884, the litany of Loretto, in honor of the 
blessed Virgin Mary, be recited by the officiat- 
ing priest after every mass celebrated in the 
parochial churches throughout the world; and 
that in addition to the titles conferred upon 
the Virgin in the litany a new title, that of 
Regina sacratissimi Rosarii (Queen of the 
most holy rosary), be reverently pronouced 
aloud. In the case of the cathedral churches 
of every diocese the Pope goes further, and 
orders that in addition to the litany the 
five decades of the rosary be also recited. 
This decree has already been promulgated 
throughout the dioceses of Western Europe, 
but has not been promulgated in this country 
as yet, owing to the absence of the American 
Archbishops, who were attending the recent 
conference in Rome. The decree has been 
published in the leading Catholic journal of the 
United States, and next Sunday it will be pro- 
mulgated in due form by the Bishops or ad- 
ministrators of the different dioceses of the 
United States. It will be most probably pro- 
mulgated in the archdiocese of Chicago 
by the Very Rev. Vicar-General P. J. Conway, 
at the high mass in the Cathedral of the Holy 
Name next Sunday, and will go into effect im- 
mediately after that mass. The Pope in word- 
ing the decree declares that he is driven to add 
this act of special devotion to the sacrifice of 
the mass for the reason that the enemies of the 
church are assailing her at present with a ma- 
licious zeal hitherto unsurpassed, and that the 
only weapon with which they can be met is 
earnest prayer on the part of the children of 
the fold throughout the world. After referring 
to many forms of prayer in his letter, the Pope 
goes on to say: 

But amongst the various ways and forms of 
prayer piously and advantageously employed in 
the Catholic Church that which is called the Rosary 
of Mary is commended for many reasons. Amongst 
others, as we have shown in our encyclical letter, 
this one is of great weight: that the rosary was 
specially instituted to invoke the patronage of the 
Mother of God against the enemies of the Catholic 
name; and every one knows that it was often very 
efficacious in removing calamities from the church. 
It is, therefore, very proper, not only 
for private devotion, but also considering 
the public calamities, to restore this form 
of prayer to that place of honor which it long held, 
when in every Christian family no day was let pass 
without the recitation of the rosary. For this rea- 
son we exhort and entreat all to hold on religiously 
and constantly to the practice of reciting the 
rosary daily; and we moreover declare that it is 
our desire that in the principal church of each dio- 
cese it be recited daily, and in the parish churches 
on feast days. To propagate and maintain this ex- 
ercise of piety, the religious orders and the Domin- 
icans, by a special and peculiar title, can render 
All | great service; and we feel assured that in such a 
7 fruitful and noble office none will be remiss.

A communication was read from Congress- 
man R. W. Dunham, at Washington, stating 
that he would be réady at any time to give his 
support to American laborers in everything 
that seems proper and right both for the labor- 
er and the general good of the country. 

IN FAVOR OF SMOKE. 

Daniel McLaughlin, ex-Mayor of wood, 
and President of the Miners’ iation of 
Illinois, stated that he came to Chicago in be- 
half of the bituminous-coal miners of Braid- 
wood and the State at large. He desired to se- 
cure the codperation of a committee from the 
assembly to assist him in remedying the pres- 
ent smoke ordinance. The enforcement of the 
use of anthracite coal in factories and on 
steamers and elsewhere in this city would be 
fatal to the coal interests of Illinois. It was 
an injustice to his trade, and if he could effect 
no relief in the matter, there were 10,000 vot- 
ing miners in the State who would seek to do 
so by the ballot. There were, he said, 
30,000 souls in the State dependent for their 
daily bread upon the repeal of this smoke ordi- 
nance. The speaker said that he entertained 
high respect for the Citizens’ League of this 
city, and also for its President, Mr. Robert 
Law, but this gentleman was largely connected 
with hard-coal interests, and consequently he 


was interested in the suppression of the smoke- 


nuisance, as it was termed. 

Richard Powers, who evidently had an attack 
of dude onthe brain, said that Law had 
some other interest in suppressing the smoking 
tugboats besides that of saving the complex- 
ions of the dudes who crossed the Wells 
street bridge, and when a poor fireman threw a 
shovelful of soft coal in a tug-boat’s furnace 
he was anxious to have him arrested. A com- 
mittee of three was appointed to work in con- 
junction with Mr. McLaughlin.

Commissioner Kretchmer Contradict- 
ed by the Justice Before Whom the 
Potter County Case Was Tried. ° 
Buiunt, D. T., Jan. 31.—[{Editor of The Trib- 

une. — The interview of your Galena corre- 

spondent with F. G. Kretchmer, one of the 

Commissioners of Potter County, Dakota, con- 

tains two glaring misstatements, and as they 

' dispute the correctness of your original report 

of the trial I have gone to the trouble of veri- 
fying that report and must necessarily dispute 

Kretchmer’s statements. I have interviewed 

two of the counsel for the prosecution, Messrs 

Berger and White. As Mr. Westover, principal 

counsel for the prosecution, is in Pierre and is 

not readily accessible I cannot get his signa- 
ture, but submit those of the attorneys and 

Justice Houtz, as follows: 

C. A. Berger said: I was one of the counsel 
for the prosecution in the case of the Territory 
vs. Shaw, for bribery. I heard the decision of 
Judge Houtz in dismissing the case, and gave 
it particular atténtion. It was, as nearly as 
memory can reproduce it, this: On motion of 
defendant's counsel to tax the costs to the com- 
plaining witness on the ground that the prose- 
cution was malicious or without probable 
cause, the court said that he did not consider 
that the prosecution was malicious, but as to 
there being probable cause he was not so cleur; 
that he felt it was his duty, as a probable cause 
was not shown, to tax the costs to the com- 
plaining witness. Mr. Westover, for the prose- 
cution, opposed the motion on the ground that 
there was probable cause and no malice.”’
